There is an open door on the Ba- 
hama Islands for the Church of God, 
but there is a great need of places or 

| houses to worship in, and more minis- 
ters to carry on the work. There is 
a good band of preachers over there 
who are pushing and pulling for the 
cause of Christ. Their income is very 
small, but they are working, preach- 
ing, singing, and shouting the victory. 

If we can’t go, or if we are not call- 
ed to go to carry the gospel to this 
people, we can all give of our means 
and help to send some one that is 
called to go—and by doing this we will 
not lose our reward. Remember that 

| when you help to raise your mission 
quota in your home church, you are 
helping to carry the gospel to this 
people. They are hungry for the gos- 
| pel and will sit for hours to hear you 
preach, that is, as Brother Sapp said, 
| If they can keep from going to Pente- 
cost, and that is hard for them to do 
sometimes. Brother Eneas, the Over- 
seer of the islands, was on his job 
| throughout the convention. A good 
spirit prevailed and the ministers and 
laity seemed to be greatly encouraged. 

I will not soon forget the kindness 
| shown me while there. I was given a
